The following is a view of the beef 
cattle situation in the United States 
by W. J. Kennedy, director of the 
Jowa State college, extension depart- 
ment: 

The solution of the beef cattle situ- 
ation is one of the most important pro- 
blems before the American people. This 
is something which concerns every 
man, woman and child. For the first 
time in the history of modern civiliza- 
tion our people are facing what appears 
to be a near beef famine, It has been 
gradually approaching us ever since 
1907, The rapid Increase in our popu- 
lation, thus a much heavier demand 
for beef, has caused high prices for all 
kinds of meat; thus many farmers have 
sold their breeding herds as well as the 
normal increase. The result has been 
& marked Increase In demand and a 
very noticeable falling off in supply. 

World's Cattle Supply. 

A shortage at home would not be 
so serious a matter from the consum- 
ers’ standpoint, if there were an abund- 
ant supply In other countries, For some 
time the writer has been gathering data 
concerning the world’s supply of cat- 
tle. It has been necessary to Include 
all classes of cattle, because few coun- 
tries outside of our own are able to 
furnish separate figures for beef and 
dairy cattle, Fairly reliable figures 
have heen cbhtained concerning the in- 
creases or decreases {n the number of 
both cattle and people in practically 
all of the leading meat-producing and 
consuming countries of the world since 
1900, These figures show conclusively 
that in all of the countries, except 
Australia and France the increase in 
cattle production has not kept pace 
with the increase in the number of peo- 
ple. A careful study of the same will 
clearly reveal the fact that there is a 
world-wide shortage of cattle and that 
the most alarming condition of affairs 
prevajls in the United States. ® 

The average increase in population 
is 19.9 per cent and of cattle about 2.18 
per cent, 

Free Importation. 

A great deal has been sald concern- 
ing the effect of putting meat on the 
free Hat. Some people have clalmed 
that !t would insure an abundance of 
good beef for the American people at 
moderate prices. Others have main- 
tained that the putting of meat on the 
free Nst would drive the American far- 
mer and ranchman out of the cattle 
raising business, on account of the low 
prices for meat and consequently of 
cattle on foot, which were sure to fol- 
low such legislation. A careful study 
of the world's supply would indicate 
that both factions are almost sure to 
be disappointed. That there js a 
world-wide shortage of beef cannot be 
denied, This being true the placing 
of meats on the free lat is not lHkely 
to reduce appreciably the prices of beef 
to the consumer or the prevalling prices 
for beef cattle. It 1s a well established 
fact that Europe ia meat hungry and 
must look to Argentina and Australla 
for {ts supplies, and must thus bid 
against the United States or any other 
contender In the world’s market. Even 
the most optimistic belleyers in free 
meat figure that at the very outside 
not more than 4,000 head of cattle per 
week, or 2,000,000 Ibs. of beef, can be 
expected. This amount would barely 
furnish enough beef for our annual 
increase in population. The very low- 
est estimates on our annual beet con- 
sumption place the amount at 56 Ibs. 
per person, or for the whole population 
14,000,000 Ibs. per day; thus our people 
would eat the entire amount of antici- 
pated yearly importation of beef, some

“From now on, the male birds are of 
no value to the flock, and but few are 
of sufficient worth to warrant being 
kept over until another season. In 
fact their presence in the flock after 
June 1 ts decidedly harmful, they pro- 
duce no revenue, they consume much 
feed and they vontribute materially to 
the enormous loss charged back to 
farmers and others through the sale of 
bad and partially incubated eggs. The 
prices quoted for roosters are now 
much higher than they will be later in 
the summer. From every standpoint, 
therefore, the present is decidedly the 
most opportune time for their disposal,”

REVIEW OF CROP 
CONDITIONS IN 
NORTH ALBERTA 


Few Springs Have Been as 

Favorable to Growth of 
Crops as This, 

LAND IS GENERALLY 

BETTER CULTIVATED 


‘Sufficient Moisture Was Pres- 
; ent on Well Tilled Land in 
| Dry Spell, 


A review of crop conditions in nor« 
}thern Alberta and Saskatchewan made 
j by a representative of the Farm and 
}Ranch Review, Calgary, who traveled 
jover the ground during the latter half 
lof May and the beginning of June, be- 
jfore the heavy rains, summarizes the 
| situation as follows; 

The reports this spring are hy no 
means over-estimating the fine condi- 
{tion of the crop) in many districts, 
)Everything considered, this would be 
difficult’ to do, because few springs 
have been more favorable to seeding 
and quick growth, 

For the last month a representative 
has been traveling over a greut 
tion oof Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
with the object of procuring first-hand 
knowledge with regard to the condl- 
tion of the crop, The territory lying 
north of Calgary and as far east us 
Saskatoon, has been carefully covered, 
and there 1s certainly no reason for a 
pessimistic outlook. Although every 
district in this” territory has been 
Visited, there Is not any strong basis 
for comparisons of one locality with 
another, because in practically every 
distriet conditions have been most fas 
vorable to the crop,

Subsoil Fairly Dry. 
The mild and open winter left the 
land dry very early in the epring, per- 


| 

| mitting farmers to get oon the land 
With implements at an earlier date 
than usual, The result of this, in 
}many parts, has been that land has 


been better prepared, although this has 
been carried so far hy farmers 
that they were even later than usual in 
| finishing seeding, The small amount 
}of snow which fell last winter did not 
Faturate the ground to any erent 
depth, and ft was thought by many 
that a lack of moisture would be felt 
during the summer months, Whitle it 
is true that the moisture does not 
extend Into the ground very tar, there 
is yet a good supply in most districts, 
and the rains which have fallen litely 
Will supply the crops with enough 
moisture for some time. North of 
Calgary, on the main line to Mdmon- 
ton, seeaing began ut an eurly date, 
Tn the Innisfatl and Red Deer districus 
farmers are very well pleased with 
the prospects, Driving over a furme 
er’'s grain field in this locality, some 
newly dug post holes were examined, 
and the subsoil was fairly dry. In such 
a case, this is where good surface cul 
tivation shows its efficiency, rac. 
tieally the same thing can be said of 
the district Iying north to Mdmonton, 
and east to Saskatoon. 


Best for 20 Years. 

Upon enquiry as to. the 
acreage of wheat, oats, and barley 
sown this year, prominent farmers 
east of Edmonton say that considers 
ably less wheat has been sown this 
year, this being partly due to the low 
price recelved for wheat last year, 
and the increasing tendency of farm 
ers to grow Hvestock. 

In. the Mundare district, formers 
state that they have not experienced 
such a good spring for twenty yeurs. 
In the Vermilion district seeding was 
later this year, and some stubble seed- 
ling hak been resorted to, The land in 
this district {s lighter than that far- 
ther west, and good surface cultivation 
1s absolutely necessary to conserve the 
moisture, which, as a rule, Is none too 
| plentiful. At the present thne, how- 
three or four inches 
are, on most farms, in fine shape for 
moisture, The difference between 
good and bad cultivation here was 
well demonstrated to The Review rej- 
resentative by Mr. Scott, manager of 
{the Vermilion government farm, who 
picked up a handful of surface soil on 
one of his wheat fields, This soil 
when squeezed in the hand contained 
lsufficient moisture to stick together. 
In a field on another farm the sane 
test was made, but the soil was tuo 
dry to stick together

cToss Country running is not 
one of the premier sports in Canada I 
find it hard to understand. It is one of 
the best sports in the world. I find 
Canadians referring to road racing as 
cross country runs, but, of course, this 
is entirely wrong. There is only one 
cross country event in Canada that 1 
know of at the present time, and that 
is the ten mile event at Guelph on 
| Thanksgiving Day, 

I think it is time that Canada 
showed her hand in this sport. There 
can be nothing superior to cross coun- 


try running either for pleasure or 
health. And it is a splendid basis of 
training for other distances. Cross 


eountry runs should be organized, say 
once a week, and the men taken out 
four or five miles from the city, Ar- 
rangements could easily be made for a 
| place to run from, Give the men a 
chance to run over the “real country,” 
hop the fences and plug thelr way 
through the ploughed fields. 


I think it would double the number 
of competitive athletes in Canada if 
this form of sport were taken up. 
There is pleasure and health in It and 
the men who went out for the fun 
would soon find whether or not they 
were suitable for other work, As a 
basis of training for distance men I 
know no better, of course, short dis- 
tance men should stick to the cinders 
pretty well, 


In all my years of running I attri- 
bute my success to cross country work. 
England and America are the two 
leading nations athletically today. 
Their clubs and their colleges all cater 
to the cross country man, and if you 
look over their entries you will find 
the names of their best track and road- 
men all mixed up in the cross country 
game, It is not uncommon for them 
to have well over one hundred starters 
in their events, The great English 
Natlonal champlonship run every yea. 
draws no less than 300 entries. The 
game Is a good one and Canada should 
take it up,

MILE IN 420 


Jack Tait, Canadian Cham- 
pion, Gives Advice Gained 
From Experience, 


I have had numerous inquiries for 
advice on “How to run a mile,” and 
will endeavor to put down what I have 
found from experlence to be necessary 
in the running of a championship mile 
in the neighborhood of 4.29, While all 
cannot expect to hit the same speed, 
the principle of the thing Is the same 
and the same tactics can be employed 
in slower time the same distance. 

The mile is undoubtedly one of the 
hardest events on the program, and a 
man to run this distance, as a winner, 
must be an equally good quarter and 


half-mile runner and also able to cover 
a distance up to two miles. ‘Three 
things are essential—endurance, speed 
and style—all can be obtained by care- 
ful attention and hard work. 

To run a 4:20 mile a man must hit his 
quarter from 68 seconds to 1 minute. 
a half from 2:05 to 2.08 and the three- 
quarters not worse than 3.18, From this 
it is seen that a miler is practically 
covering the ground at the same stride 
that a quarter or half-miler uses, mak- 
ing practically the same time, and only 
losing the seconds gained by the runner 
going the shorter distance, when he 
throws in his ae on end, 

There is always a fall off in the third 
quarter, due partly to the strain of the 
first half and also as a “lay-up” for the 
last quarter, where a 300-yard or so 
sprint {gs a necessity. Time should be 
made in the first half when the runner 
is fresh. In condition a man can hold 
the early pace without fatigue, but he 
must “rate” himself and not be drawn 
into a sprint, or carried along at a 
stride which he js unable to hold with 
being “within himself.” Athletes will 
understand my meaning. 

There should be practically no. change 
In the speed of pace from start to fin- 
Ish. An even stride brings less exertion, 
the change of speed should be regulated 
by the lengthening or shortening of 
stride without change in the fall and 
rise of the feet. This, of course, 
does not dual with the finish. 

In my mind the ideal finish is a long 
sprint, not 80 much a sprint as a “wind 
up.” Coming into the last quarter 
work on pace to the 860, then bending 
slightly forward ((still holding a re- 
serve sprint) introase the length of 
your stride, kicking off stronger, and 
Btronger, to the hundred, without 
breaking Into ah actual sprinting gait, 
reserving your final dash for the 
“straight,” or eVen leaving it at times 
until the last “fifty.” : 

The matter of style is an important 
one, The “smooth” runner always has 
an advantage, he works less hardship 
on himself, The stride for a mile 1s 
a long one, averaging about 6 or 6 
feet. There should be no throwing of 
the feet up behiiid, neither should 
runner bob up and down tn the air, It 
is right out in front and “forward” all 
the time, with a powerful “kick-off” 
that comes with practice. Do not 
stride too long for yourself, as it only 
leavés you hanging jn the alr, you 
must do your running on the ground 
and have the force behind your stride 
to carry you through the alr “low” and 
Over a distance, 

After the kick-off, throw the leg well 
out in front, toe extended, reaching for 
the cinders and gaining every inch of 
ground. The arm action {s very import- 
ant. Lega and arms must work in 
unison. Carrying the hands about waist 
high, bent at the elbows, ts about the 
best style, they should not be swung 
with much force except In the sprint. 
When on the run they are of more 
service in steadying your stride and 
“balancing.” They should be held Hmp 
and not tensed until the final dash. 
When running see that you are going 
right ahead, without your head bob- 
bing up with each stride. 

In conditioning myself for a mile I 
always work over and under my dis- 
tance. Commencing training, I take 
slow runs of two miles to get legs, 
arms, stomach, wind in condition, and 
practice “form.” [ run this distance 
about 
Then mix a little speed with your long 
work. Jogging a quarter slowly, work | 
jinto a sprint to fifty yards, ease down | 
slowly into your stride again, jog again 
j till rested and take another fifty. About 
a mile and a half run with about | 
|} Six sprints, ending up with a full hun- 
)dred is about right, the running in 
between should be very slow, just a 
case of “keep going.” 

Running about three nights a week, 
work two of them at a quarter, half, 
jor a mile and a half. Generally [ 
keep my sprinting and running separ- 
jate until in condition, 

An athlete is foolish to hurry his 
j training, the slower you get It, the 
longer your condition will last. 

Train consistently, but do not take 
the game too seriously. Get™aa much 
fun out of your work as possible, Make 
your training “play.” Have company 
with you at the track. With some one 
taking an tntereat in your work it 
helps a hundred per cent. Do not run 
jto the “watch” tou much, only about 
jonce every two weeks, when making 
be trial. It is Hable to discourage you 
and gets you nothing. 

Personally, I have never taken seri- 
ously to dieting. Good, plain food will 
not hurt any man; of course, !% you 
have habits that will work an injury 
to you it is absolutely necessary to cut 
them out. Smoking. drinking and too 
much “fussing,” although indulged tn 
by some of our best athletes are still 
admitted by them to be a hindrance in 
thelr best efforts. In brief, the best | 
course of training I know is summed}

“In buying tires it is economy to 
invest In a guaranteed article, as only 
an expert can Judge a tire by its ap- 
pearance and it is very, very seldom 
that an unguaranteed brand is a bar- 
gain. 

“Non-skid tires will give greater 
mileage than plain ones provided the 
‘non-skid projections’ have been added 
on rather than cut out of the tread 
proper, While such tires prevent 
skidding on wet pavements, the use of 
chains becomes necessary when driv- 
ing in snow or mud, 

“Do't hesitate to buy new tires 
when necessary, Trying to get addi- 
tional mileage out of an old casing 
that spoils a good inner tube every few 
days is poor economy. 

“The old adage that ‘A stitch in time 
saves nine’ is 100% true in speaking of 
tire trouble. At regular intervals wash 
off the dirt and examine the casing 
for cuts and blisters or for tacks, nails 
or pieces of glass that may have be- 
come Imbedded in the tread. 

“The real strength of a casing Hes 
In the fabric and when water and dirt 
begin to creep in between this fabric 
and the rubber the casing will rapidly 
become worthless, 

“The best repairs are obtained by 
thoroughly cleaning out a cut when it 
frst appears and vulcanizing new 
rubber into the recess. However, tem- 
porary repairs may be made by using 
bome of the plastic rubber prepara- 
tions that are on -the market at the 
present tlme. Do not try to see how 
many miles you can run on a casing 
without having It repaired. Use 
plenty of tale on the inner side of the 
casing. This will not only reduce 
friction and heat to a minimum but 
will absorb moisture, 

“As the rear tires do the driving they 
wear more rapidly than those on the 
front wheels, Often it is an advantage 
to interchange the front and rear tires. 
Remember that oils and greases are 
very deteriorating to rubber.”

PSYCHOLOGY TRIALS 
TO TRAP CRIMINA 


4 Psychology Reflex '' Is Ap- 
paratus Which Registers 
Emotions, 


Fixit the third degree, Enter the lat- 
est Invention of psychology. 

A young English scientist, formerly 
associated with Liverpool university 
and recently appointed psychologist to 
the London schools, has invented an 
apparatus which he believes will make 
it possible to solve the most perplexing 
criminal problems quickly. If his ex- 
pectations are realized in criminal 
trials of the future, there will be no 
need of expensive attorneys, seores of 
Witnesses and the costly array of legal 
machinery, The uwecused person will 


be put on the witness stand, the “psy- 
chogalvanic reflex" apparatus will be 
put Into play, and in a few moments 


the truth will be known and a verdict 
Will be possible. 

The apparatus consists merely of two 
bowls of water and a galvanometer 
capaple of measuring even so feeble a 
current as one-millionth of an am- 
pere, and this current will be gener- 
ated by the accused as soon as he 
deviates in the slightest degree from 
the truth, 

Previous Theory Wrong. 

According to Prof. Cyril Burt, who 
has just laid this device before the 
British association, psychologists have 
been barking up the wrong tree all the 
time fn their effort to arrive at the in- 
vention of such an apparatus. They 
have been working on the theory that 
the Intellectual factors alone are to be 
considered in the Investigation of 
crime in the examination of criminals, 
whereas it Js the emotional factors 
alone which should be considered. It 
Is not what the criminal knows, but 
what he feels, that should be made 
the basis of his cross-examination, and 
it was on this basis that Professor 
Burt worked. 

The tests to which the apparatus has 
been put are interesting. A number 
of King's college students were chosen 
and an imaginary crime was planned. 
A boy is supposed to have been killed 
in cold blood and his body is bundled 
into a sack, which the murderer tries 
to hide, The details of this murder are 
kept from all) the” students but one, 
the “guilty’’ man, who js permitted 
to see the “crime” in execution, 

Then the trial commences. All the 
students are put on the witness sttnd 


and are asked questions in regard to 
the crime Before they are permitted 
fo answer the simple apparatus — is 


brought into play, The hands of the 
witness are put Into the bowls of wa- 
ter to which the galvanometer is at- 


tached, and the’ sensitive instrument 
is closely observed while they are 
testifying. 


“The secret of the system {s that 
when a man tries to repress deep eino- 
tion, his hunds tend to perspire, They 
then become better conductors of elec- 
tricity than the dry, normal hand and 
this sets the galvyanometer working. In 
this way it infallibly betrays the suil- 
ty person, 

Proof from the Tests. 

In the tests conducted by Professor 
Burt the “innocent” witnesses proved 
they had no connection with the crime 
when the galvanometer fajled to regts- 
ter any emotion on their part. When 
the “guilty” man testified, however, 
the man who had been permitted = to 
see the crime, his hands perspired as a 
result of the emotions the memory of 
the crime aroused and the apparatus 
registered this accurately, 

It is argued that, in the case of a 
real criminal, the emotion will be even 
greater and the result will be even 
less doubtful. This experiment was 
made 12 times, and In every case the 
examiner was able to. find the 
“ruilty’ person, though he was not 
previously informed of his fdentity, 

To make the circumstances even 
more diMcult, in addition to allowing 
one of the students to see the crime, 
three or four of them were given 
ample details of the circumstances un- 
der which it was supposed to have 
teken place. The examiner did not 
know who these students were, nor 
did he know the “guilty’ persons, 
This was done in the hope of confus- 
ing the examiner, but the apparatus 
proved infallible again, 

There was a marked difference in 
the degree to which it responded to 
the “wuilty” student and to those who 
only had the information of the crime 
at second hand. Though the latter had 
a knowledge of the crime, it stirred 
no feelings in them because they had 
not seen it with their own eves; but
